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A message from the Parade Committee 


Hadley’s 350th parade was held on Sunday, June 14, 2009. The two-hour parade started on Russell 
Street (Route 9) at the Mill Valley Road intersection and traveled west down Russell Street to the 
West Street Common (1.8 miles). The parade consisted of approximately 1200 participants in 20 
bands, more than 30 floats, over 200 Shriners, antique bicycles, trucks, tractors, farm equipment, 
automobiles, and much, much more. Thanks go out to the thought, care, and preparation by the 
parade committee who worked so diligently for the past three years to put together this fantastic 
memorable event. They couldn’t have done it without the terrific help from all the volunteers on 
the day of the parade which included their family members, Hadley friends, members of the Hadley 
Fire Department (who manned the emergency stations), the Hadley Police Department along with 
police from surrounding town, who all kept traffic running smoothly, the Hampshire County Sheriffs 
who parked cars, and the Hadley Highway Department for all of the rapid cleanup work. The crowd 
seemed very appreciative and enthusiastic and even the weather eventually cooperated, turning 
from drizzle to sunshine just as the parade was about to start.

Members of Mr. Johnson's 
family are also riding several high-wheel (42”, 46” and 48”) antique bicycles and one high wheel 
tricycle from their collection. All of these bicycles are from the mid-1880's. Some were made by 
Columbia and others are Gormilly-Jeffery.
